They Immediately summoned Dr. 
Prtahard of Buchanan and he reached 
him about SO minutes refore he died. 
His cheet was crushed and he was 
bleeding profusely. 

Jesse Cyrus was a splendid cltlsen 
and will be greatly missed In all pro- 
gressive movements. He waa M years 
of age. a son of Bam Cyrus. He Is sur- 
vived by a wife and » children.

C. E. LIVELY, CLAIMS SELF-DEFENSE c 

IN HATFIELD-CHAMBERS SHOOTING 



Welch, W. Va., Aug. 6. — Self-defense 
Is the claim of C. E. Lively, Baldwin- 
Felts detective, hold under bond In 
connection with the shooting and kill- 
ing of Sid Hatfield and Ed Chambers, 
Mingo mountaineers, in a statement to 
newspaper men today. 

"I regret having had to shoot either 
one of these men," Lively said, "but 
It Is a case of self-defense pure and 
simple." 

The gun fight on the, steps of the 
court bouse lasted perhaps a quarter 
of a minute, the detective said. 

Lively said he had been told many 
times that following his testimony 
given in the Matewan trial last Febru- 
ary Hatfield had threatened to take his 
life. "I knew if Sid got what he con- 
sidered a good chance It would be 
either his life or raW," Lively assert- 
ed. 

Says Both Foemen Drew Guns. 

Lively had posoed as a union coal 
miner at Matewan following the battle 
there In May, 1920, In which ten men 
were killed, and had testified against 
Hatfield, Chambers and other co-de- 
fendants in the trial at Williamson. 

Speaking of the Welch affair, the 
detective said he waa sitting on a bal- 
ustrade outaide the court house when 



Hatfield, Chambers and their wives ap- 
proach ed. 

"I happened to look down the steps, 
and there stood Sid Hatfield.Ed Cham- 
bers and their wives on the 'first land- 
ing. They were looking sit me and ex- 
changed glances, nodding • their heads. 
Sid said something to Ed I couldn't 
hear. Suddenly they stepped apart. I 
could see Sid's Jaws set like a steel 
trap. Both men pulled their guns. As 
they did so 1 Jumped to my feet and 
pulled mine. Sid fired at me and I 
immediately shot back." 

Used Two Pistols. 

Lively continued: "I had two pistols 
and was using both. Sid staggered and 
fell, as did Chambers immediately af- 
terward. Then Mrs. Chambers attack- 
ed me with her umbrella. I grabbed the 
umbrella, threw It away and then walk 
ed over to the office of A. C. Huiford, 
Justice of the Peace, and surrendered. 
The report that I shot Into Chambers' 
body while he was lying on the steps 
dead Is an, absolute falsehood." 

W. C. .Mitchi.il, Chief of Police at 
Welch, stated that after the fight he 
took a pistol, sill) warm and contain- 
ing empty shells, from beside Cham- 
bers and found a two- inch barreled 
gun in a trouser pocket of Hatfield.

He looked 
far into the future and saw that a 
bridge spanning both ri\ers would in- 
crease and make easy the traffic be- 
tween Kentucky and West Virginia 
and when the time came he voted to 
reduce the fare across to three cents. 
He was a quiet, good man, a good 
neighbor, a faithful friend. In his 
death the community at large, as well 
as his Immediate family, has suffered 
a great loss.

Kentucky Is perilously close to lb* 
end of the line of states Id th* educa- 
tion of her children. She la only tor** 
places from the end of that long Una. 
Thl» bare statement of a very dis- 
agreeable fait should force every red- 
blooded man and woman In the state 
to resolve that a change must be 
made In the near future for the child- 
hood of the state. 

The following atatement, which was 
given your reporter when he visited 
Frankfort lately, Is what the Hon. 
George Colvln, the present State Su- 
perintendent of Public Instruction, 
thinks of the school situation la Ken- 
tucky at this writing. Every man and 




the people. In education Kentucky 
ranks forty-Hfth among the states. 
Until recently the attendance to our 
public school* waa 87 per cent Out 
teachers are not only the moat poorly 
paid but they are the most poorly pre- 
pared of any state to the Union with, 
the possible exception of two. It Is 
sot because Kentucky children cannot 
be taught; It Is not because Kentucky 
teachers lack capacity to learn or de- 
votion to teach; It Is simply because 
children and teacher* alike have sot 
been given a chance. No man who 
love* Kentncky. who lovs* Kentucky * 
childhood can be satisfied with Ken- 
tucky's condition educationally. Noth- 
ing baa contributed to this condition 
more largely than lack of competent, 
conscientious, continued, educational 
leudersblp.

It must conform 
to the geolu* of the people of th* 
state. It must meet the need* of th* 
people of the state. Kentucky cannot 
borrow from any statu a school sys- 
tem that will entirely meet her needs. 
She must develop her own system. II 
will need Kentucky's best leadership 
to develop this system. Tbla leader- 
ship cannot be had under the present 
method of selecting SUte Superin- 
tendents.
